Potential 
strike worries 
minister 


Paramedics. About 
800 staffers could be 
off the job by Saturday 


Health Minister Dave Wil¬ 
son says he is troubled by the 
possibility of a strike by the 
province’s 800 paramedics on 
Saturday but is optimistic a 
resolution can be reached be¬ 
fore then. 

“I’m extremely concerned 
about the impact a potential 
strike from paramedics will 
have on Nova Scotians,” Wil¬ 
son said Thursday. 

Wilson, himself a former 
paramedic, said he is hopeful 
that the union that represents 
the paramedics and their em¬ 
ployer can come to an agree¬ 
ment to avert a strike now that 
a mediator has been appointed. 

He said the provincial gov¬ 
ernment has contingency 
plans in place with Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s district health authorities, 
though he did not elaborate on

out a contract since 2011. 


what those were. 

The government named 
John Clarke, a St. John’s arbi¬ 
trator and lawyer, to mediate 
the contract talks between the 
International Union of Operat¬ 
ing Engineers, Local 727, and 
Emergency Medical Care Inc. 

The union has said that out¬ 
standing issues include wages 
and a demand for defined- 
benefit pensions. It has also ex¬ 
pressed its desire for a standard 
three-year deal instead of a 
five-year contract as suggested 
by the employer. 

Emergency Medical Care 
has said it is committed to 
reaching an agreement and 
will leave discussion of the 
union’s demands at the bar¬ 
gaining table.

Tropical storm. First 
named storm of 2013 
season expected to 
track near Atlantic 
Canada on Saturday

Meteorologists say it’s too soon 
to know precisely what the im¬ 
pact of the first named tropical 
storm of the season will be on 
Nova Scotia, but it will likely 


take the form of rain. 

Tropical storm Andrea had 
top sustained winds of 120 
km/h on Thursday afternoon, 
sitting just west of Florida and 
moving northeast at 27 km/h. 

Paula Sutherland of the 
Canadian Hurricane Centre 
said it’s expected to track 
near or over Nova Scotia on 
Saturday. 

“We are looking at it be¬ 
coming more of a rainfall 
event for us,” she said. “There’s 
still some uncertainty right 
now with the specific track of 
the system and how much rain 
or the weather conditions asso-

ciated with this.” 

Andrea is the forerunner 
of what’s expected to be an 
active or veiy active hurricane 
season in the North Atlantic 
ocean. The National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion is predicting a 70 per cent 
likelihood of 13 to 20 named 
storms, of which seven to 11 


could become hurricanes — 
including three to six major 
hurricanes. 

The seasonal average is 12 
named storms, six hurricanes 
and three major hurricanes. 

June 1 is considered the of¬ 
ficial start of the hurricane sea¬ 
son, and Sutherland said it’s a 
little unusual to see a named 
storm headed for Atlantic Can¬ 
ada so soon. 

“ft is not unheard of that 
we have storms coming up 
and affecting us this early, but 
it isn’t the norm,” she said. 

Hurricane season runs 
through the end of November.

Switch. People, not 
vehicles, welcome

Switch Open Streets won’t be 
closing any roads on Sunday 
— just putting them to better 
use. 

Ross Soward, Switch or¬ 
ganizer and community plan¬ 
ner, said there isn’t much 
traffic on the weekends in 
Halifax so bringing thousands 
of people onto the streets — 
instead of vehicles — is a bet¬ 
ter use of infrastructure. 

“As opposed to being a 
road closure, we like to see 
it as sort of a road opening, 
but for people as opposed to 
vehicles,” Soward said about 
the second annual event. 

From 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
Sunday, two kilometres of 
roadway will be closed to 
vehicles to allow people to 
walk, skateboard, bike or 
run from North and Agricola 
Street down North Park, Bell 
Road, to finish up at Spring 
Garden. 


“At the end of the day, 
streets are public space, 
and so it’s kind of 
getting people to think 
a little bit differently 
about that.”

The first Switch event in 
September brought close to 
4,000 people out to explore 
Halifax neighbourhoods at a 
slower pace, and Soward is 
hoping for a similar turnout. 

“The idea has always been 
for it to be more than a one- 
off type event... where it hap¬ 
pens on regular basis and be¬ 
comes much more integrated 
into the regular routine of 
how people interact with the 
city,” Soward said. 

“Like the first Sunday of 
the summer months, Switch 
is just kind of a no-brainer.” 

Like the last Switch event, 
Soward said organizers left 
programming open to the 
community to allow for spon¬ 
taneous events like a DJ spin¬ 
ning music in the street, or 


a zumba class on the North 
Common. 

“We kind of create this can¬ 
vas and the community comes 
out and kind of paints it,” said 
Soward of the different yoga, 


biking and dancing events. 

Free bike rentals and tune- 
ups are also available at Vic¬ 
toria Park, and bicycle track 
demonstrations are going on 
at University Avenue as part 


of Switch’s partnership with 
Bike Week. 

Soward said more Open 
Street events will be held in 
Dartmouth in August and 
Halifax in September.

“Since pop-art we sort of 
have lived in a culture of fame 
and celebrity, and I don’t think 
anybody has depicted that bet¬ 
ter since Andy Warhol.” 

Cronin said the 2,000 
photos in the collection are 
from Leibovitz’s books, pub¬ 
lished since 1983, and were 
donated by the children of A1 
and Faye Mintz. 

The gallery director said the 
collection is unique because of 
the large size of the prints. 

The photos of Belushi and 
Lennon are the smallest, at 38 
by 38 inches.

said.

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‘Black widow’ victim not 
caught up in witch hunt 


Belief. New partnerships 
improve access to 
mental-health services 


Mental-health and crisis-man¬ 
agement professionals from 
across Canada got a little show 
and tell about two successful 
Halifax-based programs during 
a national conference Thurs¬ 
day. 

“We believe in what we’re 
doing. We think it works so 
well we want others to know 
they can do it too,” explained 
Mary Pyche, program leader 
with Capital Health’s Mental 
Health Mobile Crisis Team, 
after a presentation at the Na¬ 
tional Mental Health Police Li¬ 
aison Roundtable. 

Pyche and her colleagues 
gave detailed presentations on 
both the Follow-Up Next Day 
Service, or FUNDS program, 
and the recent provincial ex¬ 
pansion of the Mental Health 
Mobile Crisis Team (MHMCT).

The FUNDS program en¬ 
sures a morning-after followup 
from a clinician for families 
making after-hours calls to po¬ 
lice over conflicts with kids 15 
and under — problems so se¬ 
vere the family wants the kid 
out of the house. The MHMCT 
operates primarily as a phone- 
based intervention service, but 
clinicians can contact law en¬ 
forcement to conduct wellness

43-year-old man missing. 

Police make arrest as 
search for body continues

Fred Weeks relaxed and 
confident justice will be 
served despite suffering 
increased memory loss 
since alleged drugging 
incident last year 


A New Glasgow man who 
was allegedly drugged by a 
woman dubbed the “Black 
Widow” says he holds no ill 
will towards the accused, 
despite growing instances of 
memory loss since the inci¬ 
dent last year. 

Melissa Ann Shepard, 78, 


is scheduled to appear Mon¬ 
day for a judge-only trial at 
the Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court in Sydney on charges 
of attempted murder and 
administering a noxious sub¬ 
stance to Fred Weeks. 

The pair had married last 
September, a few weeks after 
they met one another. Four 
days after their wedding, 
Weeks, 75, was taken to hos¬ 
pital after losing conscious¬ 
ness while they were staying 
at a bed and breakfast in Syd¬ 
ney. The marriage was later 
ruled invalid by the prov¬ 
ince’s Vital Statistics division 
after it said false information 
was provided on the marriage 
certificate.

Weeks said he is looking 
forward to the trial. “People 
want her hung up from a tree 
and cut to pieces,” he said. 

“I’m just veiy glad to get it 
over with and have it come to 
an end. I’m not worried about 
what she gets. Whatever she 
gets is what the judge will 


give her and that’s what she 
deserves.” 

Weeks said he experienced 
memoiy lapses prior to the al¬ 
leged incident, during which 
he was hospitalized with high 
levels of benzodiazepine, a 
tranquilizer. But he said his 
memoiy has deteriorated to 
the point where he forgets 
appointments and where he 
places things. “I can’t remem¬ 
ber like I used to,” he said. 

Shepard acquired the 
“Black Widow” moniker due 
to her criminal record, which 
includes manslaughter and 
theft, linked to relationships 
with other men she met in 
Canada and the United States.

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Victoria Paul. Thiid review 
concludes evidence 
doesn’t support charges 


A third review into the death 
of Victoria Paul has determined 
the medical evidence doesn’t 
support laying charges. 

Truro Police Service Chief 
David MacNeil said in late Feb- 
ruaiy that the department was 
sending the incident, in which 
the 44-year-old Indian Brook 
woman died following a period 
of incarceration at the Truro Po¬ 
lice Service, to the Public Pros¬ 
ecution Service for a review 

“The findings are there with 
all three reports, so hopefully 
this brings some closure to the 
Paul family,” said MacNeil. 

Paul was arrested on Aug. 
28, 2009, for public drunken¬ 
ness and was taken to hospital 
the day after being arrested. 
She had suffered a stroke. Her 
family made the decision to 
take her off life support and she 
died on Sept. 5. 

Following a review by Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police, Justice 
Minister Ross Landiy ordered 
an independent review, which 
indicated police didn’t properly 
monitor Paul’s health while in 
custody. 



While she hasn’t yet re¬ 
ceived the report of the Public 
Prosecution Service, Cheiyl 
Maloney, the president of the 
Nova Scotia Native Women’s 
Association, said the associa¬ 
tion is “disappointed but not 
surprised” by the findings. 

“Where we have exhausted 
all avenues for Victoria’s case, 
we can only pray that this is not 
going to be the standard of care 
for Aboriginal people in the jus¬ 
tice system or the standard of 
care for Aboriginal women in 
particular,” she said.

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Miss World pageant covers up this year 


Indonesia. Pageant 
contestants will 
have to opt for more 
conservative sarongs 
instead of bikinis 


Miss World has axed the 
famed bikinis from this 
year’s pageant in Indonesia, 
replacing the skimpy swim¬ 


suits with conservative beach 
sarongs amid mounting 
protests from hardline Mus¬ 
lim groups, organizers said 
Thursday. 

All of the more than 130 
contestants will be required 
to wear Bali’s traditional long 
sarongs instead of the sexy bi¬ 
kinis that are historically part 
of the competition, said Adjie 
S. Soeratmadjie of the RCTI, 
the official broadcaster and 


local organizer. 

Parts of the pageant will 
take place on the resort island 
of Bali and the final round 
will be held Sept. 28 near the 
capital, Jakarta. Indonesia is 
the world’s most populous 
Muslim country. 

“There will be no bikini 
in this year’s Miss World pa¬ 
geant to respect our tradition¬ 
al customs and values,” Soer¬ 
atmadjie said, adding that 


the London-based Miss World 
Organization is on board with 
the decision. 

“This is a sensitive issue in 
Indonesia. We have discussed 
it since last year and they 
have agreed,” he said. 

The chairwoman of the 
Miss World Organization, 
Julia Morley, confirmed that 
none of the 137 contestants 
would wear a bikini.

Tighter rules. New bill 
tabled by feds adds more 
criteria for injection sites 


The federal government has 
introduced tough new rules 
for supervised drug-injection 
sites, in a move some see as an 
effort to deter such facilities. 

The government says it’s 
a response to a Supreme 
Court of Canada ruling that 
ordered the Conservatives to 
keep a Vancouver clinic open 
against their will. But NDP 
health critic Libby Davies said 
the government is effectively 
blocking any chance of set¬ 
ting up a new clinic. 

The new legislation would 
require advocates of new clin¬ 
ics to meet two dozen specific 
criteria before they can apply 
to open a new clinic. Among 
other things, they would 
have to canvass community 
opinion and gain the support 
of provincial and municipal 
authorities. 

The health minister would 
then make the final decision. 

As Health Minister Leona 


Aglulckaq tabled her bill on 
Thursday, she made it clear 
which way she will lean. 

“Our government be¬ 
lieves that a site involving 
the use of illicit substances 
should be strictly controlled 
to protect everyone in the 
community,” she told re¬ 
porters. “Accordingly, we 
believe that the application 
process needs to be changed 
to create formal opportun¬ 
ities for local voices to be 
heard and their views con¬ 
sidered before an exemption 
would be considered.” 

In a note attached to the 
petition, Conservative Party 
operations director Jenni By¬ 
rne says, "special interests 
are trying to open up these 
supervised drug consump¬ 
tion sites in cities and towns 
across Canada — over the ob¬ 
jections of local residents and 
law enforcement.

If you still think video games 
will rot your kid’s brain, Dr.

“Wast¬ 
ing imported food means the 
locals in food-insecure areas 
cannot buy it, so it is taken off 
their table.” 

But the focus should be 
more on the suppliers, Stuart 
claimed. “Retailers shouldn’t 
deflect attention to the con-

sumer, most food waste is in 
the supply chain. But consum¬ 
ers have the responsibility to 
ensure the businesses we buy 
from every day are held to ac¬ 
count.” 

One strategy is to audit the 
supply and release compre¬ 
hensive figures on waste. 

“Compared to other cam¬ 
paigns like climate change, 
food waste is something that 
strikes people as instinctively 


wrong, from a taxi driver in 
Delhi to a CEO in New York, 
and there are relatively simple 
solutions,” Stuart says. 

International supermar¬ 
kets have been slow to com¬ 
mit to waste-cutting propos¬ 
als. Charlie Clutterbuclc of 
the U.K. Food Ethics Council 
recommends people can influ¬ 
ence them by buying closer to 
home.

Richard: Mark, this is the 
funniest infomercial I’ve 
ever seen. As a comedy mov¬ 
ie it doesn’t rate that high, 
but as an advertisement for 
Google it’s a knee slapper. 
I’ve seen product placement 
in movies before, but this is 
something else. By the time 
Rose Byrnes’ character says, 
“I believe what we do here 
makes people’s lives better,” 
I was ready to worship at the 


Church of the Sacred Search 
Engine. We also learn that 
Google is ranked as the best 
place to work in America. 
That’s all great, but I was 
hoping for more laughs with 
my infomercial. What did you 
think? 

Mark: Ugh! The shameless 
corporate tie-in made me 
want to take a shower. And 
it opens up the door for less 
savoury companies to do 
the same thing: can Mon¬ 
santo: The Movie be far be¬ 
hind? It’s too bad, because 
the leads are great, and it’s 
a great premise — but I 
didn’t laugh once. It could 
have been a version of Ani¬ 
mal House set at a business 
behemoth, but comes off as 
a bad Revenge of the Nerds. 
The idea would make a 


great reality series, but the 
movie flops and feels engin¬ 
eered from the first frame 
onwards. 

RC: I’m not so sure I thought 
the leads were great. There 
are some laughs in The 
Internship. Unfortunately, 
very few of them are gener¬ 
ated by Vaughn and Wilson. 
The chemistry that made 
Wedding Crashers such a 
big hit eight years ago is 
still in place, but the ma¬ 
terial isn’t. They still ban¬ 
ter a blue streak but it feels 
tired and old, like many 
of the jokes. The two lud¬ 
dites at a tech mecca should 
have been workable, but it 
often feels like laughing at 
grandpa because he can’t 
figure out how to work the 
remote. 


MB: I meant the leads 
are great, but not in this 
movie! Everything seems 
laboured, underscored, 
and over directed. These 
two guys may preach the 
value of eccentricity in the 
workplace, but the script 
defies their goal at every 
turn. It’s a very conven¬ 
tional movie that’s even a 
little smarmy at times. The 
old Vince Vaughn would 
have made fun of 
the sentimentality 

that crowds any good 
moments out of the picture. 
And Wilson’s role is just 
too vaporous to register. 

RC: Perhaps next time 
the screenwriters can Goo¬ 
gle some better jokes. 

MB: I say Yahoo! to that.

Green explores Alexis 
breakup on new album 


Interview. Former 
Alexisonfire frontman 
Dallas Green talks 
about his depression 
after leaving band 
he helped form 


Two years ago, Little Hell 
granted City and Colour’s 
Dallas Green his greatest suc¬ 
cess yet — platinum sales, his 
first chart-topping album and 
eventually, a Juno Award for 
songwriter of the year. So nat¬ 
urally, as he toured his most 
popular record yet, he was 
miserable. 

That Green was blue had 
nothing to do with Little Hell, 
which he liked, but instead a 
heavy secret he’d been toting: 
the 32-year-old had already 
decided to depart the belov¬ 
ed post-hardcore band he’d 
helped to found more than a 
decade earlier, Alexisonfire, 
but news wouldn’t reach the 
public until months later. 



“Making Little Hell, I 
knew I had left the band,” he 
recalled during a recent inter¬ 
view at an east Toronto bar. 
“I was lying to all the pub¬ 
lic, right? ... And that really 
(messed) me up.” 

It took making The Huriy 
and the Harm — out Tuesday 
— to help heal Green. As he 
was wrapping up the Little 


Hell tour, he “rekindled his 
relationship” with the rest 
of Alexisonfire and they an¬ 
nounced plans for a farewell 
jaunt. 

He decided to work quick¬ 
ly, wanting to figure out new 
songs before re-immersing 
himself in the Alexis head- 
space before their bittersweet 
victoiy lap. In Nashville and 
Toronto, he put together The 
Huriy and the Harm and had 
a “wonderful experience.” 
After completing the Alexis 
tour, he was suddenly in a far 
more positive place than he 
had been in a long time. 

“For the first time in eight 
or nine years, I didn’t have 
anything to do,” he said. “I 
had the record done ... and I 
finished and closed the book 
on the Alexis chapter. The 
first couple weeks of January 
are the first two weeks I’ve 
ever relaxed, like literally re¬ 
laxed, in eight or nine years. 
And it was a really big mo¬ 
ment. It was like a proverbial 
weight off my shoulders.”

The 
night is capped by Person of 
Interest, which jumps to CTV 
after previously airing on City. 

Meanwhile, budding chefs 
are the stars of Junior Master- 
chef, a spin-off of the culin- 
aiy competition series that 
will showcase talented kids 
between the ages of eight and 
13 in food challenges and cook¬ 


offs. 

More is on the way for mid¬

Discover the joy of being active with 
your canine companion. Try some of 
these fun activities: 

I Go for a walk. Sounds basic, but 
many pet owners don’t make it a 
daily practice. “Behaviour problems and 
obesity — the No. 1 medical problem 
for dogs — can arise from inadequate 
exercise,” says Dr. Deji Odetoyinbo, a 
veterinarian with a busy urban practice 
in Toronto and 12 years experience in 
emergency medicine. 

2 Play fetch. Whether you use balls, 
squeak toys or some other retriev¬ 
able object, many dogs love fetching. 
“Dogs are social animals and retrieving 
something is an interaction that’s men¬ 
tally gratifying and intensely reward¬ 
ing.” 

3 Go for a swim. Dogs generally like 
water, but swimming comes with a 


few caveats. “Not every breed should be 
allowed in water — bulldogs in par¬ 
ticular,” Odetoyinbo says. “Make sure 
the current is safe. And remember that 
floating algae can be deadly, so if the 
water has a blue-green film, keep your 
dog out.” 

4 Go for obedience training. This is 
especially important for younger 
dogs, but even old dogs can learn new 
tricks. “It’s also a good way to solidify 
the bond between pet and owner.” 

5 Take your dog visiting. A well- 
behaved dog can do wonders for 
seniors and those with developmental 
disabilities. “Talk to your vet first to 
ensure your dog has the right temper¬ 
ament and is free of communicable 
health problems, since some people you 
encounter may be immune-comprom- 
ised,” Odetoyinbo says.

6 Go on vacation. “Just make sure to 
take along first aid items, medica¬ 
tions and food (in case you can’t get your 
regular brand where you are going).

STRETCHING YOUR LEGS WITH

To keep walks happy, comfortable and 
safe, here is a quick list of things to 
consider when you are out and about with 
your four-legged friend this summer, com¬ 
piled with the help of Dr. Deji Odetoy¬ 
inbo, a Toronto veterinarian with 12 years 
experience in emergency medicine. 

Plan your route. It’s easy to head out, 
then find that you have gone too far and 
your pet is struggling. “Especially short¬ 
faced breeds like pugs and bulldogs can 
suffer severe respiratory distress if they’re 
exercised on hot days,” Odetoyinbo says. 

Stay on the grass. Concrete or paved 
surfaces can cause burned foot pads if 
you are walking on a hot day. “Staying on 
a path or grassy surface will keep paws 
cooler and act as better cushioning for a 
dog’s joints.” 

Go early or late. “Many dogs keep 


going until they drop, so it’s important to 
ensure they don’t get overheated. Walk 
early or late in the day when it’s cooler.” 

Take a leash. “Even if you’re headed 
to an off-leash zone, your pet should be 
leashed en route.” Not all dogs are well- 
behaved in the dog park, so it’s best to be 
able to leash your pet if it or other dogs it 
is playing with are acting up. 

Carry enough poop bags. One dog, one 
bag, right? Wrong! You may need extras 
sincesome dogs go multiple times — or 
someone else in the park might be stuck. 
“Three bags is a good number,” Odetoy¬ 
inbo says. 

Don’t forget water. Most dogs aren’t 
trained to drink out of a bottle. “There are 
great collapsible containers that double 
as a dispenser that are handy and easy to 
carry.” Check your local pet store.

Confident he’ll ice a sol¬ 
id squad next season, the 
Halifax Mooseheads’ gen¬ 
eral manager is going into 
Friday’s trade window and 
QMJHL draft day on Saturday 
in Chicoutimi, Que., feeling 
relaxed and excited.
